Above 
all his popularity gives him an

proach w’ith the young that so often 
bars the way for 
sterner men who 
would like to throw7 out a good influ­ 
ence. When we get discouraged about 
the world ever putting its faith into 
good works, we like to think about 
this young man. 
Sikeston is like

pool into which he 
has thrown this 
life. 
On the pool’s surface now and 
again appears ¿he ripple of a

deed, a wise word and clean living.

The death 
of General 
Sir 
John 
French, first field commander of the 
British armies in the World War, earl 
of Ypres, brings to mind the fact that 
it takes a strong man to last long. 
General French was the logical field 
commander for the 
British 
army. 
When about 40 years old he was on 
the retired list. Then he wrote a book 
of cavalry tactics and got back info 
line. 
He was one of the few British 
officers who came out 
of the South 
African w?ar with credit. 
Sir George 
White, Buller, Gatacre and Methven 
made a poor showing. The service of 
French as a cavalry leader was con­ 
spicuous. 
He, Smith-Dorien, Hamil­ 
ton, Rawlinson, Haig and MacDonald 
showed themselves to be worth while. 
Poor 
MacDonald 
died 
by his own 
hand. 
Hamilton did not enhance his 
reputation in the 
Gallipoli« 
expedi­ 
tion. 
Smith-Dorien 
got 
in 
trouble 
with French in 1915. Haig and Rawl­ 
inson came 
through 
and did great 
service. 
The Americans fought under Rawl­ 
inson. 
He and Plummer were really 
the two great English fighting gen­ 
erals on the west front. 
Sir John French 
commanded 
the 
“Contemptibles”. 
It was a small but 
magnificent army for open fighting, 
but it was hedged around by old tradi 
tions. It had memories of cavalry 
charges, 
solid 
fronts 
and 
British 
squares. 
But it also had a tradition 
of tenacity. 
At Mon* the British came in con­ 
tact with a flood of invading 
Ger 
mans. 
The odds against it were one 
to four. 
By all the rules of war the 
British should have been broken 
to 
pieces, but they retreated over 
100 
miles and fought good rear guard ae 
tions every day. 
Finally, after 
the 
first week of September was over and 
the battle of the Marne was on 
the 
remnant, this 
glorious 
host turned 
and struck the Germans a staggering 
blow in the flank. 
This army, along with the French, 
ater stopped 
the German rush 
to­ 
wards Calais. If Sir John French’s 
army did not win the victory it kept 
the adversary from winning the war. 
But the old order clung on in Eng­ 
land and old methods were practiced. 
The next year as the British army 
was being destroyed by high explosive 
German shells, the British were fight­ 
ing back with canister and the 
like. 
Ixml Northcliffe saw the situation. He 
took a chance and informed the Brit­ 
ish people. 
He had French’s consent. 
Northcliffe was not arrested and tried 
for treason. Kitchener and his meth 
ods were shelved and the British were 
quickly fighting the 
Germans 
with 
their own weapons. Somebody had to 
be disciplined. 
General French was 
recalled and kicked upstairs. 
Haig 
took over the army just a short while 
before the displacement of Joffre. 
Haig lasted until the end, but even 
he had to accept the overlordship of 
Foch. 
Foch did not have high com- 
man when the war broke, but in thir­ 
ty days he was at the head of 
an 
army and beat the foe. After a while 
his star became dim and along 
with 
Mangin, who died last week, he was 
out of it until the allied forces and 
the allied government began to look 
for a man. 
Foch 
lasted 
until 
the 
end and 
friend* and foe alike hold him to be 
the supreme figure 
of 
the fighting 
men of both sides. 
Our own Pershing began and lasted 
until the end. But if Wilson and Bak­ 
er had not stood against the kitchen 
cabinet 
of 
Washington, 
Pershing 
would not have had it 
all 
his own 
way. 
Buuard, whose 
Memoirs 
we 
are 
printing, 
began 
humbly 
and grew 
with every development of the strug- 
gle. 
Germany on the western front had 
fuor commanders—Von Moltke, Fal- 
kenhyn, Ludendorff and Hindenburg— 
who acted as a 
team. The 
Italians 
had 
two—Cardona 
and 
Diaz. 
The 
French four—Joffre, Neville, Petain 
and Foch. 
In the Revolutionary

would have failed but for Washington. 
The English had no less than 
four 
commanders. 
In our war of 1812, the distinguish­ 
ing mark of our 
field 
commanders 
was incompetency. 
Scott, 
Harrison 
and Jackson were the only men worth 
while. 
In the Mexican War the plan 
of 
campaign was changed, 
and Taylor 
was side tracked by Scott. 
In the Civil War, McClellan gave 
way to Pope and 
then 
came 
bad . 
Then Burnside took command and he 
gave way to Hooker. 
Meade 
took 
Hooker’s place and fought at Gettys­ 
burg. 
He was inactive, and Grant 
came out of the west and remained 
until the end. 
Robert E. Lee came to the head of 
the Confederate army in the east in 
’62. 
After Johnston 
was 
wounded, 
Lee 
finished 
o: McClellan, then he 
beat Pope and again fought McClellan 
at Antietum. 
He whipped Burnside 
at Fredericksburg and made it diffi­ 
cult for Hooker the following sum­ 
mer. 
He fought Meade at 
Gettys­ 
burg. After this fight, there was dis­ 
appointment in the Southern Confed­ 
eracy, but there was no loss of confi­ 
dence in Lee. Without Lee the strug­ 
gle would 
have been 
over in the 
spring of ’64. 
So 
Lee 
lasted until the end. 
So 
great was he that an eminent English 
military critics has passed by all the 
great commanders of the World War 
and has just issued a book which is a 
study of this remarkable man. 
It take a strong man to last long in 
these days. 
Passing from military to 
civil matters, where are the men 
in 
America 
whose 
reputations 
were 
bright in 1900? Only Bryan survives. 
Bryan has inherent talent as well as 
a genius for capitalizing present op­ 
portunities. 
Among the Republicans, the 
man 
who has sustained a big reputation 
for thirty 
years is Elihu Root. 
In 
Democratic politics the leaders, most 
of them, have been only temporarily 
great. 
In American history the man 
who 
was long a dominant figure, who last­ 
ed longest, was Andrew Jackson. Oth­ 
er Americans in civil 
life whose ca­ 
reers were long and whose influence 
was great were the elder Adams, Jeff­ 
erson, Clay, Webster and Calhoun. 
It would be interesting to analyze 
the qualities of all these men and set* 
what 
are 
the 
elements of lasting 
strength and what qualities are neces­ 
sary in the make-up of him who holds 
his place in the forefront so long as 
there is need for his 
service.—Com­ 
mercial Appeal.

0 3 6 GRADUATES 


“ Some Difficulties Along the W ay” 
was the subject of the address by Dr. 
H. W. Shyrock speaking to the gradu­ 
ating class at the high school aduitor- 
ium 
Thursday 
night. 
Dr. 
Shyrock 
compared the position 
of the young 
people as they finish high school 
to 
that of the traveller who stands 
in 
the circle 
surrounding 
the Arc 
de 
Triomphe in Paris. 
“ From 
this circle 
twelve avenues 
lead out, one 
to 
the 
art center of 
Paris, one to the shops, one to the sec­ 
tion where Paris disports itself, one 
to the penitentiary. So you, my young 
friends, stand wihtin the magic circle 
of opportunity and have before you 
many, many open paths that lead to 
glory or to shame. 
“Although this is your night and 
your parents and friends are here to 
honor you, I want to take a little 
of 
your time to warn you of a few of 
the 
perils 
with 
which you will be 
confronted. 
During the 
past forty- 
five years of my life, I have probab­ 
ly attended 50 graduation 
exercises. 
And in the years since, I have been 
connected with the Southern Illinois 
Normal School where for many years 
I was registrar and consequently had 
direct 
contact 
with 
thousands of 
young persons who streamed through 
my offices each year enrolling in col­ 
lege. 
I believe I have learned many 
things about young people. 
Many of 
them went forth to success, some 
to 
failure. 
For 
the 
latter, I believe I 
can point to some causes. 
“ In the first place one of the perils 
of youth is the lack of sufficient pre­ 
paration. 
Your grandfathers found a 
grade schooling enough, your fathers 
could meet competition with a 
high 
school education, today college train­ 
ing is almost necessary. 
A few years 
ago I went into a car which was load­ 
ed with unskilled laborer going into 
Chicago. 
Inquisitive about their pre­ 
paration, I sent a man into the car to 
ask how many of them had finished 
high school, 
Not one had and only a 
few 
admitted 
ever 
entering 
high 
school. My young friends, train your­ 
selves, prepare something to give the 
world or else it will reject you 
and 
give you only its lowest tasks. 
“ In the second place, I want to warn 
you against over attention to scholar­ 
ship. 
In view of what I have 
just 
said, this sounds contradictory. 
I do 
not think that any young people need 
be 
advised 
against 
over 
applying 


theirselves at books. 
I know 
them 
well and few are guilty of that. What 
I mean is this: 
If to become a schol­ 
ar you must take too heavy a toll in 
sacrifice from your parents, don’t go 
to college. 
It will make you selfish 
and all the education in the world can­ 
not overcome 
brute 
s#l fishness. 
I 
point you to the example of 
Thomas 
Carlisle than whom the world has not 
known 
a clearer thinker 
or better 
writer. And yet, he was a brute, made 
so by the sacrifice of nine years 
of 
back breaking toil on the part of his 
parents and his brothers and sisters 
because he was set apart to enter the 
service of the church. 
The diary 
of 
his wife is a terrible indictment 
of 
his selfishness. 
My 
young 
friends, 
don’t take 
a 
college training if 
it 
means too heavy a price from those 
nearest to you. 
“ In the third place, I want to warn 
you against impatience. 
I believe I 
am loyal to my country. 
We have the 
energy that starts things with a go, 
and yet we are a nation of quitters. 
We do not stick to the end. 
We get 
impatient and turn the task over to 
another. 
In Europe it is an annoy, 
ance to the American traveler that 
i 
he is so readily and easily recognized 
as an American. One of 
the marks 
by which the European 
knows 
the 
American his restlessness and 
impa­ 
tience”. 
Mr. Shyrock cited the example of a 
young man of his acquaintance, who 
is splendidly trained, but who is wast­ 
ing his early yeras in trying his tal­ 
ents at first this and then that. 
He 
' described the infinite patience of the 
Almighty in accomplishing his tasks 
using as an example the formation of 
the Grand Canyon which took aeons 
of time. 
! 
“ Lastly, I warn you against disil­ 
lusionment. 
When the 
hour 
comes 
when youth believes that there is no 
honor and no virtue which cannot be 
bought if large enough price is offer­ 
ed, that youth faces his greatest dan­ 
ger. 
The time will come when 
the 
girl and boy will have to qualify their 
poetic ideals of things as they should 
be. 
Then it is that they m ust learn 
to take up that heroic idealism 
of 
things as they can make them. Don’t 
lose faith my young friends, opportu­ 
nities are lost in the face of disillus­ 
ionment”.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


One hundred and 
forty-five years 
ago (1780 )on May 26, the 
Revolu­ 
tionary War was first brought to Mis­ 
souri soil in the famous British a t­ 
tack on St. Louis. 
The attack failed 
and left Spain supreme west of 
the 
Mississippi. 
This supremacy 
(twen­ 
ty-three years later) made possible 
the acquisition of Louisiana by 
the 
United States. 
To strike at the French settlements 
under Spain from the Missouri to the 
Gulf was the plan of the British gen­ 
eral on the Lakes. 
A thousand 
In­ 
dian allies were to furnish the men. 
British 
and 
Canadian-French 
com­ 
manders the leadership. 
St. Louis, 
with its less than two 
hundred 
de­ 
fenders, was the first to be attacked. 
Tradition and rumor rival history 
and fact in descriptions of this farth­ 
est western battle of the period 
of 
the American Revolution. 
Were the 
inhabitants warned? 
It seems 
so, 
but they had not made adequate pre­ 
parations. 
Was 
the 
Spanish 
com­ 
mander De Leyba a coward 
and 
a 
traitor? 
Tradition accuses him, but 
the case is not proven. 
The attack was made on May 26, 
1870, and lasted one day. 
If it had 
been a day earlier, when the 
French 
colonists were observing the festival 
of Corpus Christi and many 
were 
roaming the fields picking strawber­ 
ries the result would have been dif­ 
ferent. 
The shock was severe, 
the 
loss of life serious, forty were killed 
and eighteen 
made 
prisoners. 
The 
British loss, Canadian-French and In­ 
dian, was small. The attack tailed and 
the foe withdrew northeastward. The 
bravery of the 
stockade 
defenders, 
possible treachery of 
the Canadian- 
French to the British cause, and poor 
leadership 
of the 
attackers, 
each 
played a part in the defeat of the foe. 
The British abandoned their dream 
of conquest to the Gulf. 
Missouri’s 
first 
schoolmaster and 
poet, John B. Trudeau, and the school­ 
mistress 
Madame 
Rigauehe, 
were 
among the defenders of the stockade. 
Trudeau left a poem on the 
attack, 
“Ballad of the Year of the Surprise”. 
It is in the form of a dialogue 
be­ 
tween a messenger from St. Louis, 
bearing news of the attack, and 
the 
Spanish governor in 
New 
Orleans. 
This was the first poem written 
on 
Missouri soil and the first on a Mis­ 
souri subject. 
The significance of the failure 
of 
the attack on St. Louis is at least 
three-fold. 
It saved St. Louis from 
the barbarities of capture, 
probable 
destruction, at the hands 
of Indians. 
It safeguarded 
the 
other 
Missouri 
settlements. 
It resulted in the aband­ 
onment of the British plan to capture

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The Dictated Letter 
Y E 7H E N I was a child, letter writ- 
tag was more of an art and leas 
of a business than it now Is. 
Oare, 
and thought, and preparation were 
given to it, and the result was, in gen­ 
eral, more satisfactory than are our 
letters today. 
It cost more to send 
letters, and to get a letter was some­ 
thing of an event. 
Stenography, and 
typewriting, and reduced postage, and 
modern business methods, have 
all 
done much to increase the number of 
letters w ritten, though 1 am not con­ 
vinced 
that It has Improved their 
character. 
Our present-day letters are more 
mechanical, less personal, less Indi­ 
vidual, than they once were. 
We out­ 
line a general policy to a stenogra­ 
pher, or dictate to her hurriedly, and 
let It go at that. 
If there ore errors 
In the letters, the 
responsibility 
is 
hers. 
We give no thought to such 
trifles as spelling, and grammar, and 
sentence structure; we are concerned 
too often with big business, and do 
not concern ourselves with trifles. 
Stenography, and dictaphones, and 
duplicating machines, have done much 
to make letter writing rapid Hnd easy, 
but they have taken a good deal away 
from the art of letter writing. 
It Is 
very difficult to put anything like a 
personal touch into a dictated letter. 
I realize this from dally, personal ex­ 
perience. 
The process is too rapid, 
the method is too mechanical, too lit­ 
tle time is given to planning 
and 
thinking out what one Is to say; the 
individual Is given too little consid­ 
eration, and yet, the personal toueh 
is the most appealing element one can 
introduce, even Into a business letter. 
I have for years bought my clothes 
In a distant city which I occasionally 
visit. 
Whether It Is true or not. 1 
had conceived the idea that In doing 
so, I was better served, more perfectly 
fitted. And that I got something that 
was In better style, and more In keep­ 
ing with my tastes. 
1 realized that I 
paid more than I should have done 
In my home town—hut what are a 
few dollars if one Is satisfied? 
I received a letter a few months 
ago from a local merchant, soliciting 
my patronage—a personal 
letter 
it 
was. 
He had noticed the style of my 
clothes, the qualities of the m aterials 
I had chosen, the cure I gave them, 
and so on. 
He would like to serve 
me, he was sure he could please me, 
and, If so, the result would be of bene­ 
fit to us both. 
I would save money, 
and he would secure a good customer. 
I was flattered; I went to see him ; 
he proved to me that he could make 
his word good, and I gave him an or­ 
der. W hat difference did It make that 
he had w ritten a similar letter to a 
score of ray friends? No two or them 
were alike; he had studied his men, 
and each letter contained the personal 
appeal. 
The dictated letter Is likely to be 
longer than necessary, or than circum­ 
stances 
warrant. 
When 
we speak 
without careful planning, as every one 
must know who Is often called upon 
to talk extemporaneously, we are like­ 
ly to be a little incoherent, to wander, 
ultimately 
but 
not 
Immediately 
to 
make our point. 
When one had to 
write his letters long hand, there was 
a 
certain 
crispness 
and 
terseness 
which is not found In the present-day 
letter. 
When I go off for my summer vaca­ 
tion, I try to get away from every­ 
thing but my mail. 
This is generally 
so personal that I feel under obliga­ 
tion to answer it myself, and this 
without a stenographer. 
I am sur­ 
prised, however, to see how much one 
can compress into a few sentences 
when It Is necessary, and 
time 
Is 
short. 
I can w rite a dozen, or twenty, 
or more letters u day and still give 
them a little personal touch, but they 
are brief—very brief, and often bet­ 
ter for being go. 
Even the briefest friendly letter Is 
more appealing, if wrritten by hand, 
as friendly letters always should be, 
though many of our* are not because 
of our apparent luck of time. 
Per­ 
haps the only things that can be said 
in favor of the typewritten letter are 
that It saves time, and Is generally 
more easily read. 
The best dictated letters that I 
have ever read are done by a man 
who does not answer his letters, ex­ 
cepting in unusual cases, on the day 
on which he receives them. 
He reads 
them carefully, und goes over them 
twice, usually, If they are long, and 
makes notes as he goes. 
In this w*ay 
he is able to weigh more carefully 
what he wants to say, to phrase his 
sentences with some finesse, and to 
put more of himself Into his letters 
He loses some time, it Is true, but his 
letters show the effect of his care In 
their added efficiency.

A fter the breakdown of the Russian 
government In 1918. the allies In the 
World war were confronted with a 
very serious threat. The Russian peo 
pie were in distress. German prisoners 
of wur w ere pushing Intrigues of every 
sort. 
To meet the danger, the allies 
decided to send an expeditionary force 
to occupy the port of Archangel in 
north Russia, In order to prevent the 
Germans from using It as a submarine 
base anti to guard allied supplies. 
Among the first United States troops 
sent to Archangel was the Three Hun­ 
dred and Thirty-ninth infantry. In the 
little American force there were 558 
casualties, of whom 109 were killed In 
action.

tachmeut because of climatic condi­ 
tions. which prevented movements of 
large bodies <»f troops or large amounts 
of supplies.

Commander Carlson, who Is now

He was awarded the St. Stanislas 
cross (Russian) and the English Mili­ 
tary cross. 
As chairman of the American Le­ 
gion’s state legislative committee In 
1920 he was largely instrum ental in se­ 
curing the passage of a state com­ 
pensation measure for World war vet­ 
erans, a bill making Armistice day a 
legal holiday and unother prohibiting 
the Illegal wearing of the American Le­ 
gion button. Commander Carlson was 
hlmeelf ‘a member of the legislature 
that session.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


“W E CLEAN WHAT OTHERS TRY“ 


One hundred and 
forty-five years 
ago (1780 )on May 26, the 
Revolu­ 
tionary War was first brought to Mis­ 
souri soil in the famous British a t­ 
tack on St. Louis. 
The attack failed 
and left Spain supreme west of 
the 
Mississippi. 
This supremacy 
(twen­ 
ty-three years later) made possible 
the acquisition of Louisiana by 
the 
Uniter! States. 
To strike at the French settlements 
under Spam from the Missouri to the 
Gulf was the plan of the British gen­ 
eral on the Lakes. 
A thousand 
In­ 
dian allies were to furnish the men. 
British and 
Canadian-French 
com­ 
manders the leadership. 
St. Louis, 
with its less than two 
hundred 
de­ 
fenders, was the first to be attacked. 
Tradition and rumor rival history 
and fact in descriptions of this farth ­ 
est western battle of the period 
of 
the American Revolution. 
Were the 
inhabitants warned? 
It seems 
so, 
but they had not made adequate pre­ 
parations. 
Was 
the 
Spanish 
com­ 
mander De Leyba a coward 
and 
a 
traitor? 
Tradition accuses him, but 
the case is not proven. 
The attack was made on May 26, 
1870, and lasted one day. 
If it had 
been a day earlier, when the 
French 
colonists were observing the festival 
of Corpus Christi and many 
were 
roaming the fields picking straw ber­ 
ries the result would have been dif­ 
ferent. 
The shock was severe, 
the 
loss of life serious, forty were killed 
and eighteen 
made 
prisoners. 
The 
British loss, Canadian-French and In­ 
dian, was small. The attack failed ami 
the foe withdrew northeastward. The 
bravery of the 
stockade 
defenders, 
possible treachery of 
the Canadian- 
French to the British cause, and poor 
leadership 
of the 
attackers, 
each 
played a part in the defeat of the foe. 
The British abandoned their dream 
of conquest to the Gulf. 
Missouri’s 
first 
schoolmaster and 
poet, John B. Trudeau, and the school­ 
mistress 
Madame 
Rigauehe, 
were 
among the defenders of the stockade. 
Trudeau left a poem on the 
attack, 
“Ballad of the Year of the Surprise”. 
It is in the form of a dialogue 
be­ 
tween a messenger from St. Louis, 
bearing news of the attack, and 
the 
Spanish governor in 
New 
Orleans. 
This was the first poem written 
on 
Missouri soil and the first on a Mis­ 
souri subject. 
The significance of the failure 
of 
the attack on St. Louis is at least 
three-fold. 
It saved St. Louis from 
the barbarities of capture, 
probable 
destruction, at the hands of Indians. 
It safeguarded 
the 
other 
Missouri 
settlements. It resulted in the aband­ 
onment of the British plan to capture 
the chain of French posts southward, 
erect British 
forts, 
and 
substitute 
British for Spanish rule in the Louisi­ 
ana country. These results 
were di­ 
rectly and positively favorable to Mis­ 
souri.

Th# Dictated Letter 
Y E 7H E N I was a child, letter writ* 
W log waa more of ao art and laaa 
of a business than it now la. 
Care, 
and thought, and preparation were 
given to It, and the result waa, la gen­ 
eral, more satisfactory than a rt onr 
letters today. 
It cost more to send 
letters, and to get a letter waa some­ 
thing o f an event. 
Stenography, and 
typewriting, and reduced postage, and 
modern business methods, have 
all 
done much to Increase the number of 
letters written, though I am not con­ 
vinced that it has Improved thetr 
character. 
Our preeent-day letters are more 
mechanical, less personal, leas Indi­ 
vidual, than they once were. We out­ 
line a general policy to a stenogra­ 
pher, or dictate to her hurriedly, and 
let it go at that. 
If there are errors 
In the letters, the responsibility 1* 
hers. 
We give no thought to such 
trifles as spelling, and grammar, and 
sentence structure; we are concerned 
too often with big business, and do 
not concern ourselves with trifles. 
Stenography, and dictaphones, and 
duplicating machines, have done much 
to make letter writing rapid and easy, 
but they hava taken a good deal away 
from the art of letter writing. 
It Is 
very difficult to put anything like a 
personal touch into a dictated letter. 
I realise this from dally, personal ex- 
The process Is too rapid, 
i method ie too mechanical, too lit­ 
tle time la given to planning and 
thinking out what one Is to say; the 
Individual la given too little consid­ 
eration, and yet, the personal touch 
la the moat appealing element one can 
Introduce, even Into a business letter. 
I have for years bought iny clothes 
in a distant city which I occasionally 
visit. 
Whether It Is true or not. I 
had conceived the ideu that In doing 
so, I was better served, more perfectly 
fitted, snd that I got something that 
was in better style, and more In keep­ 
ing with my taates. 
I realized that I 
paid more than I should have done 
in ray home town—hut what are a 
few dollars If one Is satisfied? 
I received a letter a few months 
ago from a local men hunt, soliciting 
my patronaga—a personal 
letter It 
was. He had noticed the style of my 
clothes, the qualities of the materials 
I had chosen, the cure I gave them, 
and so on. 
He would like to serve 
me, he waa aure he could please me, 
and. If so, the reeult would be of bene­ 
fit to us both. 
I would save money, 
and he would secure a good customer. 
I wae flattered; I went to see him; 
he proved to me that hm could make 
his word good, and 1 gave him an or­ 
der. Whnt difference did it make that 
he had written a similar letter to a 
score of my friends? No two or them 
were alike; be had studied his men, 
and each letter contained the personal 
appeal. 
The dictated letter la likely to be 
longer than necessary, or than circum­ 
stances warrant. 
When we epeak 
without careful planning, as every one 
muet know who is often called upon 
to talk extemporaneously, we are like­ 
ly to be a little incoherent, to wander, 
ultimately but not immediately to 
make our point. 
When one had to 
write his letters long hand, there was 
a 
certain 
crlspueaa 
and 
terseness 
which is not found in the present-day 
letter. 
When I go off for my summer vacs 
tlon, I try to get away from every­ 
thing but my mail. This la generally 
ao personal that 1 feel under oblige 
tion to anawer it myself, and this 
without a stenographer. 
I am aur 
prised, however, to see how much one 
can compress into a few sentences 
when it Is necessary, and time la 
short. I can write a dosen, or twenty, 
or more letters a day and still give 
them a little personal touch, but they 
are brief—very brief, and often bet­ 
ter for being so. 
f 
Even the briefest friendly letter is 
more appealing, if written by hand, 
as friendly letters always should be, 
though many of oura «re not because 
of our apparent lack of time. 
Per 
haps the only things that can be said 
in favor of the typewritten letter are 
that it saves time, and is generally 
more easily read. 
The best dictated letters that I 
have ever read are done by a man 
who does not answer his letters, ex­ 
cepting in unusual cases, on the day 
on which he receives them. He reads 
them carefully, and goes over them 
twice, usually, if they are long, and 
makes notes as he goes. 
In this way 
he is able to weigh more carefully 
what he wants to say, to phrase his 
sentences with some finesse, and to 
put more of himself into his letters. 
He loses some time, It is true, but hia 
letters show the effect of hia care in 
their added efficiency.

CARLSON RENDERED 
SERVICE IN RUSSIA 


After the breakdown of the Russian 
government in 1918. the allies In the 
World war were confronted with a 
very serious threat. The Russian peo 
pie were In distress. German prisoners 
of war were pushing Intrigues of every 
sort. 
To meet the danger, the allies 
decided to send an expeditionary force 
to occupy the port of Archangel In 
north Russia. In order to prevent the 
Germans from using It as a submarine 
baae ami to guard allied supplies. 
Among the first United States troops 
sent to Archsngel was the Three Hun­ 
dred and Thirty-ninth Infantry. In the 
little American force there were 558 
casualties, of whom 109 were killed In 
action. 
After the armistice It was 
found impossible to remove the de-

tacbment because of climatic condi­ 
tions, which prevented movements of 
large bodies of troops or large amounts 
of supplies.
